The town’s designated 
emergency centre has been 
the Woodmead Halls for 
several years. 

The hall management 
committee was asked to 
open the hall on Saturday 
after the area was hit by a 
month’s rainfall in a day

some homes close to the 
River Lim being evacu¬ 
ated after severe flooding. 

A number of town coun¬ 
cillors turned up at the 
halls to assist only to find 
that the town’s emergency 
box contained a couple of

some paperwork and little 
else. 

After two and a half 
hours the emergency was 
deemed to have passed, 
leaving the councillors 
puzzled over who was re¬ 
sponsible for co-ordinat¬ 
ing any emergency plans. 

Fiasco 

Later in the day, follow¬ 
ing a substantial landlside 
at the eastern end of Mon¬ 
mouth Beach, the halls 
were put on standby but 
again were not used. 

It is understood that the 
request to open the halls 
came from a PC SO to a 
councillor and the Mayor, 
Councillor Sally Holman, 
subsequently contacted 
halls chairman Stan 
Williams, who later de¬ 


scribed the situation as “a 
fiasco”. 

Mr Williams said the 
halls management commit¬ 
tee were approached two 
years ago by the county 
and asked to install a tele¬ 
phone and broadband con¬ 
nection for use in a 
possible emergency if 
Lyme Regis was cut off by 
road. 

“We responded to this re¬ 
quest and have installed all 
the necessary equipment at 
considerable cost,” said Mr 
Williams. 

“We were also told that 
there might be a grant to 
cover the cost. We had an 
emergency box delivered, 
which quite frankly is a 
joke, and since then we 
have not heard a word 
from either the county or 
town council. 

“I did receive a call from 
a county official on Satur-

■ HAVE you always loved running? 

It was re¬ 
ally to help with my basketball and squash, but it soon 
became an obsession and started to take precedence. 

■ DO you enjoy any other sports? 

I enjoy watching cricket and football, especially Derby 
County. I have supported the Rams since I lived in Derby 
and saw the great Brian Clough's team win the league in 
the 70's. 

■ WHAT made you join the Bridport Runners? 

I joined the Bridport Runners completely by accident. I 
was running past St Mary's Playing Field in Bridport and 
saw the club training there. Before that, I had been run¬ 
ning on my own or occasionally with just one or two 
friends for over 30 years. The club is small and friendly 
and accepts all standards of runners of all ages. My own 
running has improved a great deal since joining the club. 

■ IS the Bridport area a good place for running? 

This is the best place I know for running. What could be 
better than running along the Jurassic Coast? Whenever 
I am struggling up the paths to the top of Thorncombe 
Beacon in the early morning or late evening I think of all 
those poor runners in towns and cities who only have 
roads or parks to run through. 

■ WHICH sportsmen/women do you admire? 

I greatly admire Paula Ratcliffe, Mo Farrah and Brian 
Clough. I also admire Peter Taylor and Colin Todd (both 
played for Derby County and England). 

■ ARE there any tips or secrets to improving running 
technique? 

I really recommend running with a group. It gives you a 
chance to share ideas and worries about injuries and nig¬ 
gles. It's also important to listen to what your body is 
telling you - it knows best. 

■ WHAT'S the longest run you have taken part in? 

I have run eight marathons, including London, New York 
and Brighton. It was my second visit to New York so I had 
seen all the sights already, but it is my favourite city and 
to be able to run through all the boroughs with such 
evocative names for people brought up on American

films and TV - Brooklyn, the Bronx, etc. Wow. Also it was 
the first time I had run a marathon with my son. That was 
special. 

■ WHAT do you eat prior to a long run? 

Muesli or porridge with honey 

■ HAVE you had any adventures while running? 

I was bitten by a horse on a footpath through a field I 
used regularly in Kent. Usually the horse stayed at the 
other end of the field. On this occasion he seemed to cor¬ 
ner me near the stile and as I turned to get over it he 
gave me a nip on my shoulder, bruising it. I have been 
wary of horses ever since. 

Another time I was running along a footpath with a 
friend. I was ahead of him as I was a bit younger than him 
and a bit faster. 

Suddenly he sprinted past me shouting "bullocks!" I saw 
just behind him a herd of young cows galloping towards 
us. I speeded up and luckily we both made the stile be¬ 
fore the bullocks. 

■ HOW many pairs of running shoes do you go 
through a year? 

Two, one road pair and one off road pair. 

■ DO you have a dream run you would like to take 
part in? 

Along a beach made up of firm sand that stretches for 
miles and miles beside a sparkling sea, or perhaps fol¬ 
lowing our amazing network of coastal footpaths going 
around the whole coastline of Great Britain. 

■ WHAT would you say to someone thinking of tak¬ 
ing up running? 

Go for it, it not only keeps you fit, it is the best form of 
stress release I know. It's also the best cure for a hangover 
(if you can get past the first mile). Try out the Great Brid¬ 
port Fun Run on July 15th or join the Bridport Runners. 
Don't use a treadmill, get out and enjoy the fresh air and 
scenery. 

■ WHICH person living or dead would you ideally 
like to have running alongside you on a long run? 

Both my grandfathers. One died in 1906 and the other in 
1920,30 years before I was born. Knowing how precious 
my relationship is with my grandchildren it would have 
been lovely to talk to them about their life experiences 
so different from my own, especially my maternal grand¬ 
father who was a bargee on the Gloucester Birmingham 
Canal in the early years of the 20th century.

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Chef cancels food festival 
after fall-out with publican

day night asking if we needed anything 
but he said he was unable to do much until 
after the Olympics. 

“Town councillors turned up at the halls 
but no-one seemed to know what was 
going on. We have been told categori¬ 
cally by the county that our role is to open 
the halls and then others will then take 
charge.” 

Mr Williams said he intended to raise 
the matter at the next council meeting to 
clarify what would happen in the future. 

He continued: “Had it rained for another 
three hours on Saturday Lyme could have 
been facing a serious incident but no one 
seems to know what is going on.” 


Among the town councillors who turned 
up at the halls on Satutday were Daryl 
Turner, Michaela Ellis (halls caretaker), 
Lorna Jenkin, Rikey Austin, Chris Clip- 
son and Terry 0”Grady. 

Councillor Holman told the View From 
Lyme Regis that a full investigation into 
future emergency procedures would be 
carried out by the town council to estab¬ 
lish a “chain of command” in such situa¬ 
tions. 

She paid tribute to the town’s emer¬ 
gency workers, especially the fire brigade, 
police and lifeboat crew, and thanked the 
town councillors who “rolled up their 
sleeves” to help with the situation. 


TOP chef Mark Hix has 
been forced to cancel a 
two-day food festival to 
raise money for the RNLI 
after being accused, un¬ 
fairly in his view, of “ex¬ 
ploiting the charity” to 
promote one of his restau¬ 
rants. 

Mr Hix was planning to 
hold the festival, called 
“Food Rocks”, on the last 
two days of Lifeboat Week 
in Lyme Regis, in a mar¬ 
quee on the harbour slip¬ 
way. 

The festival would have 
featured a different event 
every hour on the hour be¬ 
tween 10am and 4pm on 
Saturday and Sunday, July 
28th and 29th in the run-up 
to an appearance by the 
Red Arrows. 

He had arranged for 
other chefs and food ex¬ 
perts to appear at the festi¬ 
val which would have 
finished with a cook-off 
between the lifeboat crews 
from Lyme and Dart¬ 
mouth. 

Mr Hix, a long time sup¬ 
porter to the RNLI who 
has raised many thousands 
of pounds over the years, 
was expecting the festival 
to raise a four-figure sum 
for Lifeboat Week. 

But publicans John and 
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Linda McClements, who 
run the Cobb Arms pub 
and restaurant which over¬ 
looks the slipway, have 
claimed the festival will 
harm their business. 

Mr Hix, who owns the 
Oyster and Fish House in 
Lister Gardens as well as 
several top London restau¬ 
rants, was offered an alter¬ 
native site on the shingle 
beach next to the Lifeboat 
Station but his main spon¬ 
sor, kitchen suppliers 
VZug, who were providing 
the necessary equipment, 
said the site was unsafe 
and withdrew. 

Mr Hix’s PR Jo Harris 
said they were left with no 
choice but to cancel the 
event. 

Bigger event 

They are now planning a 
much bigger festival for 
next summer at the other 
end of the seafront. 

Mr Hix told the View 
from Lyme Regis: “I do 
food festivals all over the 
country, especially the 
West Country ones - Dart¬ 
mouth, Exeter and Rick 
Stein’s Christmas Festival 
- where all the local chefs 
and restaurants do demos 
in his cookery school. 

“Mitch Tonks in Dart¬ 
mouth and Michael Caines 
in Exeter all create a great 
local spirit and encourage 
foodies, friends and chefs 
to participate to put these 
West Country foodie desti¬ 
nations on the map and en¬ 
courage tourism to the 
area. 

“I don't need to host a 
food festival in Lyme but 
what I would love is to 
have all the local traders on 
board in the same spirit as

the above mentioned. I 
guess I will take the 
Lifeboat weekend off and 
go to Dartmouth 

“I host several events in 
my restaurants throughout 
the year with chefs like 
Nathan Outlaw, Mitch 
Tonks and Matt Follas 
which has fantastic re¬ 
sponse and gives the gen¬ 
eral public a great insight 
into how restaurateurs 
work together as a form of 
marketing as all our cus¬ 
tomers use all of these 
restaurants depending on 
the occasion.” 

Mr and Mrs McClements 
threatend to withdraw their 
support from the Lifeboat 
if they went ahead with the 
festival on the slipway, 
stressing that their only 


real concern was the loca¬ 
tion so near to their busi¬ 
ness. 

After hearing that the fes¬ 
tival had been cancelled, 
they wrote to Mr Hix ex¬ 
pressing their disappoint¬ 
ment that the event could 
not take place on the alter¬ 
native site and offering full 
support next year. 

Mr Hix spent last week¬ 
end at the Wymouth 
Seafood Festival and after¬ 
wards wrote on his blog: 
“Weymouth Food Festival 
is in full swing today and 


there are thousands of 
foodies here supporting 
local businesses. 

“What a shame the festi¬ 
val was rained off yester¬ 
day and what a shame we 
have had to pull the Food 
Rocks festival in Lyme 
Regis. 

“Anyway, must dash - 
I’m just about to do a 
demo on the quay in front 
of Mallams restaurant and 
guess what, they haven’t 
said a word and fully sup¬ 
port the festival unlike cer¬ 
tain traders on the Cobb in 
Lyme Regis who seem to 
think it’s a threat to busi¬ 
ness having local chefs 
demonstrating dishes with 
local ingredients to support 
fishermen and growers.” 

Lyme Regis RNLI have 
issued a statament saying 
they were “bitterly disap¬ 
pointed” that the festival 
had been cancelled. 

The statement continued: 
“This a most unfortunate 
chain of events leading to 
the cancellation of a cook¬ 
ery demonstration which 
we believe would have 
raised substantial funds for 
the RNLI charity. 

"Mr Hix is a long-stand¬ 
ing supporter of the RNLI 
and we were very much 
looking forward to him 
taking part in our Lifeboat 
Week. 

"His appearance would 
have been a major attrac¬ 
tion, and his absence will 
doubtless result in a reduc¬ 
tion in donations during 
the week."

LYME Regis was hit on 
Saturday by what residents 
believe to be the worst 
floods in 70 years, with 
areas of Mill Green, Jeri¬ 
cho, Windsor Terrace and 
the Town Mill completely 
submerged. 

The high tide mixed with 
a month’s worth of rain 
falling in 24 hours led to 
the floods and warnings 
were issued across West 
Dorset and East Devon by 
the Environment Agency. 

The emergency services 
were out in force, including 
Lyme Regis lifeboat crew 
who, together with police, 
took the decision to cordon 
off Gosling Bridge as water 
from the River Lim started 
to spill over Coombe Street 
and the Lynch pathway. 
They then roped off the 
whole of Jericho, Windsor 
Terrace and Woodmead 
Road, where overflowing 
drains had created a pool of 
water across the bridge at 
the bottom of the hill. 

Fire crews were also on 


hand, visiting riverside 
houses to ensure residents 
were safe. 

Residents protected their 
properties with sandbags 
where possible but the 
floods caused much dam¬ 
age to outside paving along 
the riverside paths. The 
footbridge across Jericho 
was left in a particularly 
bad state with cracked and 
raised tarmac. 

Earlier in the morning the 
lifeboat crew worked 
alongside coastguards after 
a fishing boat broke from 
its mooring and drifted 400 
metres onto the shingle 
beach. 

The boat, “Amaretto”, 
was spotted drifting in 
force six winds, heavy seas 
and torrential rain by har¬ 
bourmaster Grahame For- 
shaw. He alerted 
coastguards and the 


lifeboat was launched at 
8.05am. 

Conditions were not suit¬ 
able for the lifeboat to tow 
the beached fishing vessel, 
so it was attached by rope 
to the RNLI tractor to await 
a lower tide when it could 
be lifted to safety. 

The lifeboat crew also 
took another boat owner to 
his vessel, also moored out¬ 
side the harbor, so that it 
could be moved to a safer 
position. 

At the Town Mill the 
“Colour, Line and Thread” 
art exhibition, which had 
only opened the evening 
before, had to be swept out 
and the artwork was even¬ 
tually dismantled and taken 
upstairs. The display has 
since reopened. 

Water also gushed into 
the Mill Cafe but new Ital¬ 
ian owner Stefano Arturi 



was able to reopen less than 
24 hours later. 

He said: “The fire brigade 
arrived but were unable to 
help us. We had also asked 
for sandbags very early in 
the morning and long be¬ 
fore the flooding, but they 
arrived too late. 

“We used everything we 
had to get the water out and 
then started cleaning and 
cleaning and cleaning. We 
had to cancel Saturday’s 
supper but we were deter¬ 
mined to open Sunday as 
usual and worked until late 
into the night to make the 
cafe look its usual self.” 

The flooding caused sev¬ 
eral mudslides on the cliffs 
around Lyme Regis, in¬ 
cluding one slip in which 
land from the Lyme Al¬ 
pacas farm on Ware Lane 
fell to Monmouth Beach. 

Lyme Alpacas owner and 
East Devon district coun¬ 
cillor, Ian Thomas, spoke 
about the slip on his Face- 
book page, saying that all 
alpacas had been moved 
from two clifftop paddocks 
and were safe and ac¬ 
counted for. He joked: 
“When we moved to Lyme, 
always fancied a sea view - 
hurrah, we now have one as 
part of the farm has moved 
to Monmouth Beach!” 

The high river levels 
dropped as the tide went 
back out. It was feared that 
further flooding would 
occur at about 10.30pm be¬ 
cause of the expected 
higher tide, however, water 
levels seemed to stay under 
control for the night.

CHARMOUTH Fire 
Brigade was out for 14 
hours without a break 
after the River Char 
broke its banks on Satur¬ 
day. 

They were joined by 
coastguards in evacuat¬ 
ing the worst affected 
houses. 

Seadown Holiday Park 
in Charmouth was forced 
to cancel 40 bookings 
over the weekend and on 
Monday. 

Speaking about the 
flooding, staff said: “It 
was horrendous. We’ve 
never known a morning 
like it. 

“It affected the touring 
site more than our static 
caravans. We have six 
pitches in a lower spot 
and we pulled one out but 
then decided to pull them 
all out as the river came 
right up over our flood 
defence bank. 

“We moved about six 
touring caravans to a 
higher pitch. By that time 
there was about five feet 
of water here. 

“We cancelled all ar¬ 
rivals for Saturday, Sun¬ 
day and Monday. 

“The water went back 
down as quick as it came 
up when the tide went 
back out. There’s now 
just debris and some 
water at the beach end of 
the site.” 



By Monday Char¬ 
mouth Beach was 
busy again with 
many searching 
through washed up 
driftwood and de¬ 
bris. 

The floods 
forced organisers 
of the annual 
Charmouth Chal¬ 
lenge run, in aid 
of Charmouth 
Primary School, 
to cancel the 
event this year. 

■ FLOODS 
also hit the lower areas of 
Uplyme, including the 
King George V Playing 
Field, tennis courts, Up¬ 
lyme Filling Station and 
the main road through 
the village. 

Residents took turf that 


had been washed away 
from the banks of the 
River Lim to build barri¬ 
ers across Lyme Road to 
stop the water causing 
further damage.

The importance of lip reading 


A LYME REGIS woman 
believes it is important to 
learn lipreading before 
you or your partner or 
friends lose your hearing 
completely. 

For the deaf it is essen¬ 
tial, but for those starting 
to lose their hearing and 
for those closest to them, it 
is something to seriously 
consider to help both par¬ 
ties communicate. 

As a result Ruth Bizley 
is looking to expand her 
current daytime lipreading 
classes to enable working 
people to learn in the 
evenings. 

Ruth has had a progres¬ 
sive hearing loss since 
childhood and has worn 
hearing aids for most of 
her life. She therefore 
knows as well as anybody 
the problems of losing 
your hearing. 

“You may feel excluded 
from everyday activities 
and conversations, and 
may find it difficult to 
cope with some situations. 
You may well also feel 
frustrated when trying to 
communicate with people 
around you.” 

Six months ago she was 
fitted with a cochlear im¬ 
plant which is progres¬ 
sively helping her to hear 
more, and to understand 
speech more easily.

Ruth makes the point 
that it is important not to 
wait until you lose your 
hearing or other loved 
ones do. 

“Lipreading classes are 
for anyone who has lost 
their hearing, whether it’s 
a mild loss or a more se¬ 
vere one. They are also 
open to partners and 
friends of people with a 
hearing loss, or those who 
work with people who 
have lost their hearing. 

“Lipreading, which is 
based on recognising lip 
shapes, is an essential life 
skill for people with hear¬ 
ing loss. Joining a class is 
an ideal way to meet peo¬ 
ple in a similar position.” 

Ruth who is a committee 


member of Bridport Deaf 
Club and a volunteer for 
Action on Hearing Loss, 
trained as a lipreading 
teacher at the City Lit in 
London, and qualified in 
2011 . 

She currently runs two 
hour classes in Bridport, 
Lyme Regis and Exeter in 
the daytime, but is aware 
for the need for evening 
classes to allow people 
who are unable to attend 
during the day. 

She is anxious therefore 
to hear from anyone who 
would be interested in at¬ 
tending such an evening 
class. 

“Joining a class is an 
ideal way of meeting peo¬ 
ple in a similar position, 
and you will pick up a lot 
of tips and practical infor¬ 
mation to help cope with 
hearing loss. 

“The lessons which are 
informal and friendly, will 
help you recognise differ¬ 
ent lip shapes and which 
words look alike on the 
lips; you probably won’t 
realise that lipreading is 
indeed helping your hear¬ 
ing.” 

Classes will cost £40 for 


ten lessons, and it is hoped 
to run ‘taster’ lessons at 
the beginning of Septem¬ 
ber prior to the new term.

This stinit of the relay is 
being supported by town 
councillor Rikey Austin 
who is organising the 
torchbearers under the 
name “Team Lyme 
Regis”.

“Lyme Regis has got 
such a fabulous spirit and 
it's great for us as a com¬ 
munity to show our pride 
being part of the Real 
Relay.”

Artist Pat Campbell was 
inspired by her father 

■ IN a series of interviews leading up to Lyme Regis ArtsFest 2012 
(September 8th to 16th), Anthea Simmons introduces readers to 
some of the local people involved in the tenth annual festival. This 
week she meets Pat Campbell, whose work will be on show for much 
of July in the Town Mill's Courtyard Gallery. f 


• WHAT is the story of your involvement in the arts? 

I've painted and drawn from a very early age. My father 
was an amateur watercolourist and he encouraged me, 
teaching me about perspective and to share his love of 
the natural world. 

I remember him setting me the challenge of drawing 
a matchbox and we often played the squiggle game - 
turning a random mark into a picture. That really teaches 
you to look at form. 

I was always doodling but I didn't do anything formal 
with my interest. Instead, I trained as a social worker and 
worked in South East London. In the eighties, a group of 
politically like-minded women got together and formed 
a Women's Art Group (actually, we did have a token male 
before he got a job on the buses!). We met once a week, 
exhibited in galleries in Southwark and Peckham and 
passed on skills learned on our travels. I showed the oth¬ 
ers how to do silk painting after doing a course with 
Christine Allison while on holiday! It's funny how it all 
works out! 

Now I am here, part of ArtsFest, and art is a big part of 
my life. I still keep in touch with those women, though, 
and sometimes I miss the buzz of London but I have de¬ 
veloped a real taste for peace and quiet! 

• WHAT are your sources of inspiration? 

Well, my father was really important in getting me going. 
We would sometimes go on day trips to the coast in a 
van he'd borrowed from work (no money for holidays) 
and he'd encourage me to enjoy the beauty around me. 



Later, I drew inspiration 
from the masters, espe¬ 
cially Hockney, Matisse, 

Bonnard and Picasso. And I 
love Hopper, those people 
in hotel rooms or bars, 
wonderful! 

I also love sculpture, par¬ 
ticularly Barbara Hep- 
worth. I do do 
stonecarving, though it is 
more difficult now that I 
have some osteo-arthritis. 

I also tried my hand at 
woodcarving after seeing 
beautiful Maori carvings in 
New Zealand. 

• IF you could be locked in any gallery which would 
it be and if you could own any artwork what would it 
be? 

My favourite gallery is Tate St Ives. I just love the juxta¬ 
position of the sea and that lovely curved room. It's al¬ 
ways been great weather when I have visited - blue, blue 
skies and creamy yellow sand. 

I also love the Te Papa Museum of New Zealand in 
Wellington and the Getty in California. 

You could lob me one of Barbara Hepworth's small mar¬ 
ble sculptures and I'd be really happy! I'd love some of 
Hockney's pencil sketches too. We've got a print of his 
"Mulholland Drive"on the wall. I love it. 

• HOW long have you been involved in ArtsFest? 

Since 2007. I had a solo show in the summer in Axmin- 
ster and that gave me the confidence to get involved. I 
think we are incredibly lucky to be able to exhibit in the 
Baptist Church Hall. It is a great space and they are so 
generous and accommodating. 

• WHAT are you looking forward to at this year's 
ArtsFest? 

I thought last year's Malthouse Exhibition was brilliant 
and I am really glad that we are going for the universal 
12 inch square format again. I think those squares make 
for a really strong impact all hung together and it em¬ 
phasises that sense of togetherness which is such an im¬ 
portant part of ArtsFest. 

The opening party is always really good. I never miss 
that! I do wish there were more sculptures in the shows 
and around Lyme but you can't have everything. 



Paralympian celebrated in 
museum's latest exhibition 


IN the 1984 Paralympic 
Games in New York, Lyme 
Regis resident Diane Wis- 
combe won a gold medal. 

Her magnificent achieve¬ 
ment is now the subject of 
Lyme Regis Museum’s lat¬ 
est exhibition “Lyme’s Par¬ 
alympic Gold”, which 
opens on Thursday, July 
12th as the Olympic Torch 
will pass through the town. 

Diane, who died earlier 
this year, was the daughter 
of Muriel and Tony Wis- 
combe of the well-known 
local family. Her father 
died two years ago. 

The paralympian born in 
1965 as one of twins born 
prematurely and was diag¬ 
nosed as having cerebral 
palsy. The disability first 
affected her walking but, 
later in life, movement of 
her arms and hands be¬ 
came more difficult. 


She attended Saint 
Michael’s Infant and Jun¬ 
ior Schools between 1970 
and 1976 and then became 
a weekly boarder at 
Princess Margaret School, 
Taunton, a school for chil¬ 
dren with physical disabil¬ 
ities. 

In 1981 Diane moved as 
a full-time boarder to the 
prestigious National Star 
Centre at Cheltenham. Her 
intention was to return to 
Lyme and run the office of 
the family business, A. and 
F. Wiscombe, a long-estab¬ 
lished Lyme building com¬ 
pany, but her life changed 
when she met Ken Black, 
swimming coach at the 
Star Centre. 

Recognising Diane’s po¬ 
tential, he entered her in 
local and regional swim¬ 
ming galas and soon she 
was competing in major

competitions. 

Convinced that she could 
win medals at the highest 
level, Diane stayed in 
Cheltenham until 1985 to 
continue her gruelling 
training schedule. The haul 
of medals grew larger and 
she began to compete inter¬ 
nationally. She was then 
picked for the British Para¬ 


lympic team for both 
swimming and boccia, a 
form of bowls played with 
small, sand-filled leather 
balls. 

At the 1984 Games in 
New York, Diane won two 
medals - a gold for the 25 
metres freestyle swim¬ 
ming, where she set a new 
world record, and a silver 
medal for women’s indi¬ 
vidual boccia. 

She returned to Lyme in 
1984 and, in 1988, was 
picked again for both the 
swimming and boccia 
teams and travelled to 
Seoul, Korea. Diane won a 
silver medal for boccia. 

“Lyme’s Paralympic 
Gold” exhibition, curated 
by Ken Gollop, will run 
from Thursday, July 12 
until the end of September. 
Everyone is welcome to 
the museum on the opening 
day free of charge.

■ READING the View From (June 27th), I notice that 
there is considerable mention of councillors allegedly 
misleading others, or of being “ignorant of proce¬ 
dure”. 

With this in mind, I’d like to draw readers attention 
to something far more pernicious that appears to be 
going on in the town involving a substantial amount 
of money, raised in good faith by the citizens of Lyme 
Regis. 

I refer to what used to be the Lyme Regis Club for 
Young People and the money raised to purchase the 
building now known as The Hub. 

My attention was bought to a small notice in the 
parish newsletter for St Michael’s Church in which the 
above organisation was proposing to make available 
“a second tranche of grants to bona fide young peo¬ 
ple’s groups and individuals in the areas of Lyme 
Regis and Uplyme”. This notice was posted by the 
trustees of said group c/o Audrey Coussens. 

I, for one, have a number of issues with this notice, 
not the least of which is why was this notice not given 
more prominence? In this newspaper, for instance? Do 
the trustees only wish for church groups to apply? Is 
that what they consider “bona fide”? 

This organisation claims to be a charity. However, 
the charity number that they quote in the advert 
(201164) is from a charity that ceased to exist in 1995. 
It wasn’t even a local charity. When one searches for 
the real charity number (301147) we find that the fi¬ 
nancial records of the organisation are not available. 

Under charity law, organisations with an income 
over £10,000 are required to submit audited accounts, 
each year. After the building in Church Street was pur¬ 
chased from the club, one would have expected to see 
this reflected in the club’s 2010-2011 submission of 
accounts. However, according to the Charity Commis¬ 
sion, the club posted a sub-£l0,000 income for that 
year. 


Similarly, according to the Charity Commission 
“Grants totalling £30,813 were made on July 20th 
2011 to seven bona fide youth groups and a church 
youth worker”. Does anyone have any idea who these 
people were? 

As someone who was heavily involved in fundrais¬ 
ing for the purchase of The Hub (as many of you 
were), I don’t think it wrong of me to ask where’s the 
money gone?. Also I’d like to know why at least some 
of it hasn’t gone back to The Hub, in the form of 
grants. Are they not “bona fide” enough? 

This whole issue has been a minefield from day one. 
The trustees of the club had no reason to sell the build¬ 
ing off in the first place. It could have been donated 
to the young people of the town for a nominal sum, in 
the first place. 

It was only when the trustees were made aware of 
an article in the Club for Young People’s rules and reg¬ 
ulations that they realised that it could not be sold for 
commercial use. Everything has been run under a 
cloak and dagger arrangement. I find it hard to believe 
that people who have been involved with charity work 
for so long are ignorant of procedure. I can only, there¬ 
fore, assume that they are deliberately misleading both 
us and the Charity Commission?

Top French-Canadian Indie PowerTrio returns to the town on their 4th UKTour 


LYME REGIS has had a special bond with Mosquito-B ever since their 
first tour, when they played here as support to the Korgis/Stackridge.

Top young pianist

Poetry for Pleasure 


by Frank McGarry 


AS A SCHOOLBOY in Hull in 1945 I was intro¬ 
duced to the poetry of our Poet Laureate, the 
great John Masefield. My favourite poem then 
is still widely admired and recited today. 

SEA-FEVER 

/ must down to the seas again, to the lonely sea 
and the sky, 

And all I ask is a tall ship and a star to steer her by, 
And the wheel's kick and the wind's song and the 
white sail's shaking, 

And a grey mist on the sea's face, and a grey 
dawn breaking. 

I must down to the seas again, for the call of the 
running tide 

Is a wild call and a clear call that may not be denied; 
And all I ask is a windy day with the white clouds flying, 
And the flung spray and the blown spume, and 
the sea-gulls crying. 

I must down to the seas again, to the vagrant 
gypsy life, 

To the gull's way and the whale's way where the 
wind's like a whetted knife; 

And all I ask is a merry yarn from a laughing fel¬ 
low-rover 

And quiet sleep and a sweet dream when the 
long trick's over. 

But my English Literature teacher in those 


wartime days did not introduce us to the poetry 
of Dorothy Parker. (Masefield and Parker were 
contemporaries who died within a month of 
each other in 1967.) If Masefield's poem gives 
you 'sea-fever' perhaps Parker's 'Chanty' is the 
antidote. 

CHANTY 

A wet sheet and a straining sail, 

And a sea of shifting blue; 

A wide sky and a rousing gale, 

And joy in the heart of you; 

A clean line, where the sky hangs low 
And a seagull soars and dips; and the old voice 
that bids men go - 
Go down to the sea in ships. 

So go and sail the gold sea, the bold sea, the cold sea; 
The waving, craving, raving sea that's fringed 
with silken foam; 

Oh, go and sail the green sea, the keen sea, the 
mean sea- 

But if it's all the same to you, I'll stick around at home. 

The swift turn of the night-wind's whim, 

And the tang of hempen strings; 

The sharp snap of the halyards slim, 

And the spray that cuts and stings. 

The wild chorus the breezes hum, 

And the waves that prowl and creep; 

And the old voice that bids men come - 


Come over the tameless deep. 


So go and sail the white sea, the light sea, the bright sea, 
The dashing, crashing, smashing sea, that 
dances in the gale; 

Go on and sail the sad sea, the bad sea, the mad sea - 
But if it's just the same to you, I'd rather be in jail. 

We have just enough space remaining for this 
short prayer from the pen of Mary Dunning 
Thwing. 

A PRAYER 

Open Thou mine eyes that I may see 
The beauty of the world Thou'st given me; 

Open Thou my heart that I might feel 
Thy loving care about me, strong and real; 

Open Thou my mind that I may know 
Thy friendly people as they come and go; 
Open Thou my soul that I may give 
Love, labour, faith, while Thou helpstme live.
